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INTRODUCTION  AND  ACKNOWLEDGMENTS 


;  This  family  genealogy  was  undertaken  at  the  request  of  our  children,  who 
■  desired  to  have  the  many  family  records  condensed  and  consolidated  into  one 
booklet.  My  wife,  Maribelle,  is  also  preparing  a  genealogy  of  her  family. 


'  Much  of  the  information  has  come  from  old  records  passed  on  to  me  by  my 
I  parents  and  other  relatives.  My  Uncle  Arthur  Montzheimer  (III-No.  21) 
made  a  very  thorough  study  of  the  Montzheimer  ancestry  and  his  records 
have  been  of  great  help.  The  Welsh  family  bible  of  Thomas  Powell  (I-No.l), 

!  which  later  became  the  family  bible  of  my  grandfather,  Howell  Powell  (I- 
No.  6),  then  of  my  father,  William  A.  Powell  (VII-No.  1),  had  records  up  to 
1857.  Many  old  letters  and  printed  biographies  have  been  helpful.  My 
mother,  Marie  M.  Powell  (VIl-No.2),  kept  notebooks  and  scrapbooks  of 
I  family  information  and  these  have  been  of  great  assistance. 

Some  of  my  relatives  have  assisted  by  sending  to  me  family  trees  and  other 
I  records  concerning  their  particular  branches  of  the  family  lines.  Elfriede 
Beeckmann  (III  -No.  54)  furnished  detailed  information  on  the  German 
Montzheimer  descendants.  Gwennie  Powell  (1-No.  35)  sent  the  family  records 
of  her  branch  of  the  Powell  family  in  Wales.  Audrey  Powell  (I-No.  18)  fur- 
I  nished  all  of  the  information  regarding  Richard  Powell  (I-No.  11)  and  his  de- 
iscendants.  Marie  (Montzheimer)  Gesler  (III-No.  24)  filled  in  the  missing 
information  regarding  the  descendants  of  her  father,  Arthur  Montzheimer  (III- 
No.  21).  Ruth  (Montzheimer)  Randall  (III-No.  35)  sent  me  all  of  the  informa¬ 
tion  on  the  descendants  of  her  father,  James  L.  Montzheimer  (III-No.  29). 
Mabel  Powell  (VII-No.  10),  the  widow  of  my  brother  Arthur  (VII-No.  9),  has 
Ihelped  with  information  on  their  family.  This  genealogy  would  not  have  been 
1  possible  without  their  assistance  and  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  for  their 
ihelp. 

Of  course,  it  has  also  been  necessary  for  me  to  use  my  memory  in  many  cases 
and  this  has  undoubtedly  led  to  errors  and  omissions.  I  hope  I  will  be  pardon- 
jed  for  these  slips.  It  is  only  natural  that  those  relatives  in  my  own  immediate 

I  family  have  been  described  in  more  detail  than  those  farther  removed,  since 

I I  have  more  information  concerning  them.  Certainly,  the  length  of  the 
write-ups  has  no  relationship  whatever  to  the  importance  of  the  many  people 
I  included  in  this  genealogy.

Jo.,  1.  THOMAS  POWELL.  Born  in  1786,  presumably  in  Wales.  Died  in 
March,  1828  at  the  age  of  41.  He  was  an  agent  for  the  Iron  Works 
Company  at  Ynyscedwyn,  Wales,  and  was  said  to  be  a  man  of  un¬ 
usual  intelligence  and  energy.  He  and  his  wife  were  active  and 
consistent  members  of  the  Calvinistic  Methodist  Church,  and  they 
erected  an  additional  room  for  their  church  as  a  "Prophet's 
Chamber.  " 

,Jo.  2.  ANGARAD  OR  CAROLINE - .  Married  Thomas

Powell  (No.  1).  Her  family  name  is  unknown.  In  the  family  bible 
her  name  is  given  as  Angarad  but  in  the  printed  biographical  sketch 
of  Howell  Powell,  written  by  my  father,  her  name  is  given  as 
Caroline.  Born  June  27,  1790,  presumably  in  Wales.  Died  in 
February,  1828  at  the  age  of  37,  just  about  seven  weeks  before  the 
death  of  her  husband.

'Jo.  5.  ELIZABETH  POWELL.  Born  December  25,  1817.  She  also  died 
sometime  before  1828.

Since  he  was  my  grandfather  he  and  his  descendants  are  described 
in  detail  later  in  this  Lineage,  as  well  as  in  Lineage  VII.

HOWELL  AND  SARAH  POWELL  AND  DESCENDANTS

(Third  to  Seventh  Generations) 


HOWELL  POWELL.  Son  of  Nos.  1  and  2.  My  grandfather.  Born 
October  26,  1819  at  Ystradgynlais,  Breconshire,  South  Wales.  Die 
March  23,  1875  in  New  York  City.  When  8  years  old  Howell,  to¬ 
gether  with  Annie,  14,  William,  5,  and  John,  3,  was  left  an 
orphan.  Two  small  farms,  all  that  remained,  were  sold  to  provic 
money  for  the  rearing  of  the  children,  and  the  little  family  was 
scattered.  For  four  years  Howell  lived  with  his  father's  mother  at 
Ystradgynlais,  earning  a  few  pence  a  day  by  cleaning  castings  in 
the  Iron  Works.  In  May,  1832  he  moved  to  Tredegar,  Monmouth¬ 
shire,  England  to  live  with  his  maternal  aunt,  Mrs.  Griffith 
Griffiths,  where  he  began  work  in  the  coal  mines.  Here  he  be¬ 
came  much  interested  in  church  and  Sunday  School  work.  On 
February  12,  1842  he  was  married  to  Sarah  Davies  (No.  9).  On 
April  4,  1842  he  emigrated  to  the  United  States,  together  with 
his  wife  and  wife's  parents.  In  those  days  the  crossing  of  the 
ocean  was  a  major  undertaking,  as  the  records  now  in  my  posses¬ 
sion  show.  He  first  sought  work  as  a  coal  miner  in  Pittsburgh,  but 
employment  conditions  were  bad  and  he  finally  found  employ¬ 
ment  in  the  coal  mines  at  Brady's  Bend,  Pennsylvania.  Here  he 
became  a  very  active  member  of  the  small  Calvinistic  Methodist 
Church,  often  conducting  the  meetings  as  a  layman.  One  of  the 
elderly  ladies  of  the  community,  a  Mrs.  Owens,  who  was  on  her 
deathbed,  exacted  from  him  a  promise  that  he  would  preach  her 
funeral  sermon,  which  he  did  after  much  hesitation,  since  he  was 
not  an  ordained  minister.  He  finally  decided  to  be  ordained  as  a 
minister  and  went  to  the  meeting  of  the  Presbytery  at  Moriah, 
Jackson  County,  Ohio,  to  request  ordination.  But  accompanying 
him  on  the  boat  down  the  Ohio  River  were  a  minister  and  an  old 
elder  who  had  determined  to  oppose  his  request  because  of  his 
"irregularity"  in  conducting  the  funeral  service.  For  the  20  mile 
journey  from  the  Ohio  River  to  Moriah,  horses  had  been  provided 
for  everyone  but  the  old  elder  and  he  would  be  forced  to  make  thi 
journey  on  foot.  Thereupon,  my  grandfather  gave  his  horse  to  tht 
elderly  man,  while  he  himself  walked  the  20  miles.  The  Presby¬ 
tery  endorsed  and  encouraged  my  grandfather,  with  the  minister 
and  elder  being  his  most  enthusiastic  supporters.  In  1846  he  was 
formally  ordained  at  Pittsburgh,  and  became  the  minister  of  the 
church  at  Brady's  Bend.  In  1849,  when  only  30  years  old,  he  was 
elected  Moderator  of  the  Ohio  Presbytery.  In  June,  1851  he  be¬ 
came  minister  of  a  church  in  Cincinnati,  where  he  remained  for 
almost  20  years.  During  this  period  he  made  many  trips  to  other 
cities  throughout  America  and  Wales  to  give  talks  and  conduct  ! 
evangelistic  services.  In  March,  1870  my  grandfather  was  called 
to  become  the  minister  of  the  Welsh  Presbyterian  Church  in  New 
York  City.  In  a  few  years  he  contracted  cancer  and,  after  severa 
operations,  died  on  March  23,  1875.  His  remains  lie  in  the  Powe 
family  lot  in  Woodlawn  Cemetery  in  New  York  City,  where  a  har 
some  granite  monument  has  been  erected  to  his  memory.  There 
are  many  written  and  printed  records'of  Howell  Powell,  including! 
book  on  his  life,  printed  in  Welsh.  For  this  reason  it  has  been  ver’ 
difficult  to  condense  his  active  and  dedicated  career  into  a  few 
words.  Of  course,  I  never  saw  Grandfather  Powell,  since  he  died 
long  before  I  was  born,  but  from  the  record  he  was  certainly  a 
thoroughly  Christian  man  exerting  great  influence  for  good. 
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SARAH  DAVIES.  Born  November  22,  1822  in  Tredegar,  Monmouth¬ 
shire,  England,  near  the  Welsh  border.  Died  May  12,  1890  in  Cin¬ 
cinnati,  Ohio.  Married  Howell  Powell  (No.  6).  My  grandmother. 

For  her  ancestry  see  Lineage  II.  It  is  recorded  that  Sarah,  as  a  child, 
had  a  remarkable  memory  and  used  it  to  recite  whole  chapters  of 
the  Bible  in  her  Sunday  School  at  the  Penuel  Calvinistic  Methodist 
Church  in  Tredegar.  She  also  memorized  scores  of  hymns  and  these 
served  as  inspirations  to  her  all  of  her  life.  As  a  teen-age  girl,  she 
worked  as  a  dressmaker.  At  the  age  of  19  she  married  Howell 
Powell.  She  was  of ‘great  help  to  him  all  through  his  career  at 
Brady's  Bend,  Cincinnati,  and  New  York  City,  not  the  least  of  which 
was  fitting  the  small  income  to  the  growing  needs  of  the  family. 

After  the  death  of  her  husband  in  1875,  she  continued  to  live  in  New 
York  until  1885,  when  she  went  to  live  with  her  son  William  (my 
father)  in  Newark,  Ohio.  Following  my  father's  marriage  in  1886, 
my  grandmother  went  to  live  with  her  son  Richard  in  Cincinnati, 
where  she  died  of  cancer  in  1890.  She  is  buried  in  the  Powell 
family  lot  in  Woodlawn  Cemetery  in  New  York  City.  Since  Grand¬ 
mother  Powell  died  before  I  was  born,  I  never  saw  her,  but  from 
the  records  of  my  father  she  must  have  been  a  fine  Christian  and 
a  devoted  wife  and  mother  to  her  family.

RICHARD  POWELL.  Born  June  17,  1846  at  Brady's  Bend,  Pennsyl¬ 
vania.  Died  November  4,  1908  at  Cincinnati,  Ohio.  Married 
Elizabeth  Kate  Groger  on  June  18,  1872.  I  remember  my  Uncle 
Richard  from  visits  he  made  while  I  was  a  small  boy  in  Athens, 

Ohio,  and  he  was  a  great  favorite  with  all  of  us.  He  was  engaged 
in  the  banking  business  in  Cincinnati.  He  is  buried  in  Spring  Grove 
Cemetery  in  Cincinnati. 

ELIZABETH  KATE  GROGER.  Married  Richard  Powell  (No.  11).  Born 
December  23,  1853.  Died  July  3,  1937  at  Cincinnati.  Aunt  Lizzie, 
as  she  was  known  to  all  of  us,  was  a  fine  wife  and  mother  to  her 
family.  She  is  buried  beside  Uncle  Richard  in  Cincinnati.

Will,  as  he  was  called,  was  engaged  in  sales  work  most  of  his  life.}' 
He  remained  quite  vigorous  and  active  in  work  up  to  almost  80 
years  of  age.  Will  was  very  friendly  and  much  interested  in  all  ofjc 
his  Powell  relatives,  and  could  be  counted  on  to  be  present  at  any  , 
family  gathering.  He  is  buried  in  Cincinnati  along  with  otlier  mei 
bers  of  his  family.  ' 

No.  15.  IDA  BERGER.  Married  T.  William  Powell  (No.  14).  Born  Novemb’ 
13,  1888.  For  many  years  Ida  has  been  in  poor  health  and  has  bee 
in  a  hospital  much  of  the  time.  Since  Will's  death,  she  frequently 
goes  for  short  visits  to  the  liome  of  her  son  Ted  and  his  wife  Audrey c 
(No.  18). 


No.  16.  DAVID  THOMAS  POWELL.  Son  of  Nos.  14  and  15.  Born  Decern- : 
ber  6,  1922.  Died  December  8,  1922. 

No.  17.  WILMA  MAGDALEN  POWELL.  Daughter  of  Nos.  14  and  15.  Born 
July  26,  1924.  Married  John  Bartmess  on  May  5,  1961.  Wilma  is  . 
a  trained  nurse  and  was  head  nurse  at  a  hospital  in  Buffalo  uj:)  to  tht^- 
time  of  lier  recent  marriage.  For  many  years  Wilma  lielped  care  1 
her  fatlier  and  mother  in  their  liome  during  tlie  time  tliat  slie  was  r 
seivTng  in  the  liospital.  Jolni  Bartmess,  her  husband,  was  a  widow( 
witli  tlirec  young  sons.  He  is  an  industrial  sales  engineer  for  West- 
inghouse  in  Cincinnati,  wliere  tliey  now  live. 


No.  18.  THEODORE  WILLIAM  POWELL,  JR.  Son  of  Nos.  14  and  15.  Bon 
October  29,  1925.  Married  Audrey  Somers  (born  January  6,  1926) 
on  April  21,  1951.  Ted,  as  he  is  known,  is  with  a  large  chemica]  i. 
company  in  the  Buffalo  area.  Audrey,  his  wife,  is  a  trained  nurse  ' 
and  by  a  strange  coincidence  tool  some  of  her  training  under  our 
daughter,  Virginia  (Lineage  VI 1,  No.  6),  not  knowing  that  she 
w^ould  later  marry  Virginia's  cousin  in  Buffalo.  1  am  indebted  to 
her  for  all  of  the  family  records  of  Ricliard  Powell  and  his  descend 
ants.  Their  present  address  is  114  Wendover  Avenue,  Buffalo  23, 
New'  York.

No.  19.  HOWELL  CHARLES  POWELL.  Born  July  7,  1877.  Died  April  5, 
1941.  Married  May  Wallace  (1 890- 1921 )  on  Apri  1  12,  1918. 

Cousin  Charles,  as  he  was  know'n,  never  remarried  after  tlie  death 
of  his  wife  in  1921,  and  there  were  no  children.  Charles  was  in 
business  in  the  Los  Angeles  area  for  nearly  all  of  his  adult  life.  I 
never  met  him  and  apparently  he  was  never  in  very  close  contact 
with  other  members  of  tlie  family. 
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(iv)  R.  CLIFFORD  AND  ANN  POWELL  AND  FAMILY 

RICHARD  CLIFFORD  POWELL.  Born  May  23,  1881.  Married  Ann 
Armstrong  on  July  8,  1913.  Cousin  Cliff,  as  he  is  known,  was  an 
expert  court  stenographer  in  Cincinnati  for  many  years.  Wlien 
courts  were  not  in  session  in  the  summer,  he  and  his  family  went  to 
their  summer  cottage  in  Nortliern  Michigan.  Many  years  ago  I 
visited  at  his  home  in  Cincinnati  and  he  liad  a  deliglitful  family. 

At  the  age  of  80  lie  still  lives  in  Cincinnati. 

ANN  ARMSTRONG.  Married  R.  Clifford  Powell  (No.  20).  Date  of 
birth  not  known.  Died  November,  1959. 

ELIZABETH  THERESA  POWELL.  Daughter  of  Nos.  20  and  21.  Born 
November  1,  1914.  Betty,  as  she  is  known,  has  never  married. 

RICHARD  MORGAN  POWELL.  Son  of  Nos.  20  and  21.  Born  Decem¬ 
ber  15,  1916.  Richard  married  a  woman  with  two  teen-age 
daughters  a  few  years  ago.  Unfortunately,  his  wife  died  a  year 
later  in  childbirth  and  tlie  baby  also  died.  He  lives  in  California 
and  is  a  movie  and  television  writer  (under  another  name). 

(3)  CAROLINE  ANN  POWELL 

CAROLINE  ANN  POWELL.  Born  May  25,  1850  at  Brady's  Bend, 
Pennsylvania.  Died  October  27,  1856  at  Cincinnati,  Ohio. 

Caroline  died  of  scarlet  fever  at  the  same  time  as  h.er  three 
brothers  also  had  it.  Wliat  strides  have  been  made  in  medicine 
since  then! 

(4)  MORGAN  V.  AND  ELLA  POWELL  AND  THEIR  FAMILY 

MORGAN  VANEASOR  POWELL.  Born  November  28,  1853  at  Cin¬ 
cinnati,  Ohio.  Died  November  20,  1911  at  New  York  City.  Mar¬ 
ried  Ella  H.  Roberts  on  November  17,  1880.  Uncle  Morgan  was  a 
very  successful  businessman.  Starting  at  the  bottom  he  became  the 
top  credit  and  financial  man  for  H.  and  W.  H.  Lewis,  one  of  tlie 
largest  woolen  firms  in  America  at  that  time.  He  and  his  wife  were 
active  and  prominent  in  musical  and  Welsli  organization  circles  in 
New  York  City.  His  grave  is  in  the  Powell  family  lot  in  Woodlawn 
Cemetery,  New  York. 

ELLA  H.  ROBERTS.  Married  Morgan  V.  Powell  (No.  25).  Born  May 
7,  1855.  Died  September  30,  1939  in  New  Yorlc.  Aunt  Ella  re¬ 
mained  in  New  York  City  after  the  death  of  Uncle  Morgan,  living 
by  herself  in  an  apartment.  Wlien  we  lived  at  Elizabeth,  New  Jersey 
(1929-31)  we  saw  her  quite  often,  and  I  used  to  take  her  out  to  din¬ 
ner  at  otlier  times  when  on  business  trips  to  New  York.  She  remain¬ 
ed  quite  active  for  many  years  but  failed  in  health  considerably 
after  her  80th  birthday.  She  is  buried  in  Woodlawn  Cemetery  beside 
Uncle  Morgan. 

WALTER  HOWELL  POWELL.  Son  of  Nos.  25  and  26.  Bom  July  28, 
1881  in  New  York.  Died  August  18,  1884  in  New  York.  Tl:e  death 
of  little  Walter  was  a  great  tragedy  for  Uncle  Morgan  and  Aunt  Ella, 
since  they  had  no  children  after  lie  died.

I  In  Uncle  Arthur's  genealogy  of  the  Landon  and  Longstreet  families, 

of  which  I  have  a  copy,  he  quoted  some  information  taken  from  a 
j  printed  pamphlet  entitled  "Genealogy  of  the  Longstreet  Family,  " 

I  Although  there  was  no  proof  he  believed  an  Aaron  Longstreet 

(baptized  1710)  might  have  been  the  father  of  Lydia.  In  view  of 
the  evidence  I  believe  this  is  extremely  unlikely.  It  is  of  interest 
to  note  that  Aaron  Longstreet’s  father  was  Stoffel  Langestraet  (born 
about  1666).  It  is  a  well-established  fact  that  the  Long  streets 
originally  came  from  Holland  with  the  Dutch  name  of  Langestraet. 
Many  of  their  descendants  settled  in  Monmouth  County,  New  Jersey. 
One  well-known  descendant,  born  in  the  South,  was  James  Long¬ 
street,  the  famous  Confederate  General  during  the  Civil  War.  How-

An  interesting  fact  is  the  advanced  age  reached  by  Lydia  Longstree' 
Landon  and  most  of  lier  children,  which  was  very  unusual  in  those  ; 
days.  Lydia  died  at  82  and  six  of  her  nine  children  lived  to  79 
years  or  more,  one  (Temperance)  being  over  92.

'  D.  Wells.  My  father  spent  his  boyhood  in  Cincinnati  where  his 

I  father  was  minister  of  a  Presbyterian  church.  When  he  was  12  years 

^  old  (July,  1870)  the  family  moved  to  New  York  City,  where  his 

father  had  accepted  a  call  to  the  Welsh  Presbyterian  Church,  then 
I  located  on  East  13th  Street.  The  family  home  was  on  East  l6th 

:  Street.  He  attended  the  23rd  Street  Grammar  School  in  1870-71, 

I  the  Introductory  Department  of  the  City  College  of  New  York  in 

!  1871-72,  and  the  City  College  from  1872  to  1876,  thus  graduating 

from  college  at  the  age  of  18.  He  then  attended  Union  Theologi- 
j  cal  Seminary  from  1876  to  1879  and  was  ordained  as  a  Presbyterian 

minister  on  June  24,  1879  at  the  age  of  21.  His  first  pastorate  was 
at  Frostburg,  Maryland  and  his  next  at  Parkersburg,  West  Virginia 
where  he  met  my  mother.  At  the  time  of  his  marriage  he  was 
minister  of  a  church  at  Newark,  Ohio.  Shortly  after,  they  moved 
I  to  Atliens,  Ohio  where  all  four  of  the  children  were  born.  In  1899 

the  family  moved  to  Toledo,  Ohio  where  he  was  minister  of  the 
First  Presbyterian  Church,  later  merged  with  another  church  to 
!  become  the  First-Westminster  Presbyterian  Church.  In  1909  he  ac¬ 

cepted  a  call  to  the  First  Presbyterian  Church  of  Lawrence,  Kansas 
where  the  University  of  Kansas  is  located.  Father's  last  two  pastor¬ 
ates  were  at  churclies  where  mergers  of  several  Protestant  churches 
had  occurred,  since  he  was  a  keen  advocate  of  church  union.  From 
about  1915  to  1922  he  was  minister  of  the  Federated  Church  of 
Ottawa,  Kansas,  and  then  accepted  a  call  to  the  Community 
Church  of  Olmsted  Falls,  Ohio,  a  suburb  of  Cleveland.  He  died 
there  of  a  heart  attack  after  only  about  two  days  of  illness.  He  is 
buried  in  Riverside  Cemetery,  Cleveland,  Ohio,  along  with  my 
mother  and  two  sisters.  My  father  was  primarily  a  scholar.  He 
spent  a  great  deal  of  his  time  reading  and  was  intensely  interested 
in  social  problems  of  all  kinds,  including  labor  relations.  In  19^5 
he  made  a  trip  to  Europe  to  study  such  problems,  to  attend  a  church 
conference  in  Wales,  and  to  visit  relatives  in  Wales.  In  theologi¬ 
cal  matters  lie  was  considered  a  liberal,  and  was  probably  ahead  of 
his  times  in  this  respect.

Born 
August  8,  1861  at  St.  Louis,  Missouri.  Died  April  5,  1951  at  Lake- 
wood,  Ohio.  Married  William  Alfred  Powell  (see  No.  1).  My  mother 
was  baptized  under  the  name  of  Mary  but  early  adopted  the  name  of 
Marie  after  her  aunt  in  Germany,  Marie  Montzheimer  (Lineage  III, 
No.  6).  When  she  was  a  small  girl  her  parents  moved  from  St.  Louis 
to  Sharpsburg,  Pennsylvania,  a  suburb  of  Pittsburgh.  See  Lineage 
III,  No.  13  for  family  history  during  her  girlhood.  After  the  family 
had  moved  to  Marietta,  Ohio,  she  joined  the  Presbyterian  church 
there.  She  attended  high  school  at  Parkersburg,  West  Virginia, 
several  miles  from  Marietta,  and  graduated  at  the  top  of  her  class.

Greenbacker,  as  she  spoke  in  the  severest  disapprobation  of  th'l 
Third  Term  scheme  and  was  dissatisfied  with  some  of  the  ! 
principles  of  the  Democratic  party.  "  ' 


Financial  reverses  prevented  her  planned  entrance  to  college,  and 
sire  taught  in  the  public  schools  of  Parkersburg  and  Webster  City, 
Iowa  for  six  years.  While  in  Parkersburg  she  met  my  father,  who 
was  a  minister  of  the  Presbyterian  churcli  there.  During  my  father' 
lifetime.  Mother  actively  helped  him  in  church  affairs,  in  additio: 
to  bringing  up  the  four  children.  For  the  25  years  following  Father' 
death,  Mother  lived  with  my  sister  Grace  (No.  15)  in  Lakewood,  01 
(a  suburb  of  Cleveland)  where  Grace  taught  in  tlic  high  school.  Fol 
lowing  Grace's  death  in  1951,  Mother  continued  to  live  in  the  hou; 
with  a  liousekeepcr  to  care  for  lier,  but  she  survived  Grace's  death 
by  only  a  month.  Still  in  good  physical  and  mental  health,  she 
suffered  a  severe  stroke  and  was  gone  in  only  a  day  or  two.  She  is 
buried  in  Riverside  Cemetery,  Cleveland-  Mother  was  character¬ 
ized  by  a  great  vitality  and  an  intense  interest  in  many  fields  and 
this  probably  had  mucli  to  do  with  her  living  to  within  a  few  montl 
of  90  years.  Her  outgoing  friendliness  was  a  great  aid  to  my  fathe: 
in  his  various  pastorates  and,  of  course,  she  had  many  life-long 
friends.

ALFRED  RICHARD  POWELL.  Born  February  1,  1891  at  Athens,  Ohi< 
Married  Maribclle  Skinner  (No.  4)  on  September  4,  1919  at  the  Fir; 
Presbyterian  Church,  Joliet,  Illinois.  Attended  grade  schools  at 
Athens,  Ohio  and  Toledo,  Ohio  (Stickney  and  Lagrange  Schools). 
Attended  Toledo  Central  High  Scliool  from  February,  1906  to  June, 
1909,  but  did  not  graduate  since  I  had  enough  credits  to  enter  col¬ 
lege.  When  the  family  moved  to  Lawrence,  Kansas  in  September, 
1909,.  I  immediately  entered  the  University  of  Kansas,  taking  my 
course  in  the  School  of  Engineering.  At  the  end  of  my  Freshman 
year  I  decided  to  specialize  in  chemical  engineering  and  graduatec 
with  the  class  of  1914  with  tlie  degree  of  B.  S.  (Bachelor  of  Science 
With  the  financial  aid  of  a  teaching  and  research  Fellowship,  I  at¬ 
tended  the  University  of  Nebraska  (Department  of  Agricultural 
Chemistry)  for  one  year,  receiving  the  degree  of  A.  M.  (Master  of 
Arts)  in  1915.  I  then  received  a  teaching  assistantship  at  the  Uni¬ 
versity  of  Illinois  and  carried  on  graduate  studies  and  research  in 
the  Chemistry  Department,  in  addition  to  teaching,  and  received 
the  Ph.  D.  degree  in  1918.  During  summers  and  a  part  of  one  year 
I  worked  in  the  Engineering  Department  of  the  E.  J.  &  E.  Railroad

^o.  15.  GRACE  ELIZABETH  POWELL.  Born  December  1,  1895  at  Athens, 

Ohio.  Died  March  7,  1951  at  Lakewood,  Ohio.  Grace  never  mar¬ 
ried.  She  attended  grade  schools  in  Toledo,  Ohio  and  high  school 
at  Lawrence  (Kansas)  High  School.  Grace  obtained  a  Bachelor  of 
Arts  degree  from  Ottawa  (Kansas)  College,  and  her  Master's  degree 
from  Columbia  University.  She  was  engaged  in  work  for  the  govern¬ 
ment  at  Washington  for  a  short  period  during  World  War  1.  Shortly 
after  the  war  Grace  returned  to  live  with  Father  and  Mother  and  to 
teach  school.  When  the  folks  moved  to  Olmsted  Falls,  Ohio  in  1922 
Grace  obtained  a  teaching  position  at  Lakewood  High  School.  Since 
Lakewood  was  only  several  miles  from  Olmsted  Falls,  she  continued 
to  live  at  home  assisting  Mother  with  the  home  work,  engaging  in 
church  activities,  etc.  When  Father  died  in  1926,  Grace  and  Mother 
moved  to  Lakewood  so  that  she  would  be  closer  to  her  school.  They 
lived  in  an  apartment  for  several  years  and  then  Grace  bought  a 
house  where  she  and  Mother  lived  up  to  the  time  of  their  deaths. 
During  these  years  Grace  provided  most  of  the  financial  support  and 
took  good  care  of  Mother.  One  summer  Grace  took  a  much- 
deserved  vacation  trip  to  Europe.  At  the  Lakewood  High  School, 
Grace  taught  commercial  subjects  and  was  held  in  high  regard  by 
the  students  and  faculty.  At  the  time  of  her  death  an  editorial 
entitled,  "Her  Philosophy  Took  A  Practical  Form,  "  appeared  in 
the  "Lakewood  High  Times.  "  The  following  excerpts  from  this 
editorial  illustrate  Grace's  unselfish  and  positive  character: 

"The  late  Grace  Powell  was  a  person  with  a  deep-seated  inter¬ 
est  in  humanity,  an  urge  to  right  a  wrong,  a  strong  desire  to  help 
others. 

It  would  take  the  testimony  of  hundreds  and  a  big  notebook  to 
compile  even  a  partial  list  of  the  thoughtful  acts,  the  practical  help, 
arid  the  energetic  service  that  characterized  her  relationships  with 
her  fellow  teachers,  classes,  homeroom  groups,  and  the  community. 

A  realist,  she  would  fearlessly  face  a  situation,  plow  through 
non-essentials  and  sham  to  tackle  a  job  and  get  results.  With  an 
honest  comment,  she  would  goad  others  to  do  the  same.  But  she 
would  match  the  blunt  phrase  with  practical  aid  that  took  away  any 
sting. - 

Her  influence  was  far-reaching.  It  will  continue  to  be  so  even 
though  death  has  halted  that  seemingly  limitless  energy  that  was  hers.  " 

Early  in  1951  Grace  was  hospitalized  with  cancer  and  died  in  the 
hospital  on  March  7,  1951,  just  about  a  month  before  the  death  of 
Mother.  She  is  buried  in  Riverside  Cemetery,  Cleveland,  along 
with  Father,  Mother,  and  Frances.  Needless  to  say,  Grace's  untimely 
death  was  a  great  sorrow  to  everybody  who  knew  her. 
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
